Break up of 
the county 

The possibility of a county-quake of unitary 
councils in Northants became more likely 
than ever this week when cross party support 
was received to scrap the county and estab¬ 
lish a single-tier council system in 
Northampton. 

South Northants Council announced plans 
last month to break away from the county 
and form a unitary authority with Cherwell 
District Council, in neighbouring Oxfordshire. 

The revelation was followed by the start of 
talks at Northants County Council to form a 
single, super council. But then Northampton 
Borough Council chucked cold water over the 
idea when it, at a council meeting on Monday, 
agreed to draw up plans to leave the county 
and have its own unitary status.

Where is Jaime?

A fresh attempt to find a 
Wellingborough teenager who went 
missing 20 years ago has been 
launched by police. 

Jaime Cheesman, now 39-years-old, 
disappeared when she was 16, a few 
months after moving to Grimsby from 
Wellingborough. 

The former Christopher Hatton 
School student, who also went to Lings 
School in Northampton, had moved to 
the area to live with her best friend. 

She then travelled regularly between 
the two towns to see her family, but 


when Jaime returned to her home in 
Grimsby one night, she got involved in 
an argument and left the house. 

Jaime never returned, and was last 
seen in Grimsby on that same day - 
November 2, 1993. 

Twenty years later, Humberside 
Police have issued a fresh appeal to 
find her, and say she could be in 
Northants. 

Detective Chief Inspector Phil Gadd 
of Humberside Police said: “Despite 
previous police appeals, what hap¬ 
pened to Jamie remains unknown and 
a source of great anxiety to her family. 
Her father feels certain that someone 
knows something about what hap-

pened to her. 

“Whilst there is a possibility that 
Jaime may be in Grimsby, she was 
known to have connections with the 
travelling community in Northants 
and may have adopted this lifestyle in 
either area.”

Referendum might 
be the only way to 
decide our future 

There was a strange moment in the hus¬ 
tings for the last General Election held in 
St James. 

A question came from the floor for all 
the candidates: “what do you think 
about unitary authorities for 
Northamptonshire?” 

Every candidate said yes to it. 

There was an ‘in-joke’ atmosphere to 
the room. I was among those in the audi¬ 
ence who thought the question was a 
little out of leftfield and the pointed 
brevity of the responses was odd. 

And now various proposals to break 
counties up into unitary authorities are 
starting to emerge. 

Hot on the heels of the North 
Oxfordshire attempt to annexe South 
Northants comes a plan to turn 
Northamptonshire into a unitary donut. 

Two authorities are proposed with 
Northampton in the middle and 
Northamptonshire round the outside. 

The party leaders at Northampton 
Borough Council all agreed they sup¬ 
ported the idea on Monday night. 

Why is this ‘council 
quake’ happening now? 

The authorities in the north of 
Northamptonshire are not so happy 
about it. 

So why is this ‘council quake’ happen¬ 
ing now? 

In real terms the power and influence 
of county councils has been waning this 
century: policing, education and social 
care are being managed - in part or com¬ 
pletely - in other ways. 

“What do county councils actually 
do?” is no longer the precursor to an 
explanation, it is the start of a debate. 

The question for us, the people of 
Northamptonshire - custodians of eve¬ 
rything from Gunpowder Plot connec¬ 
tions in the east, Naseby in the north, 
Silverstone in the west, Stoke Bruerne 
and Towcester in the south - is what we 
want that to mean in the future. 

Don’t listen to people who say it doesn’t 
matter or that this is just about who col¬ 
lects the bins. We should probably be 
insisting on no changes without a refer¬ 
endum. This is about who we are.

High fidelity in 
county town

Northants is home to 
one of Britain's most 
faithful towns, it has 
been revealed - but also 
contains a town with 
almost 1,000 cheaters 
alone, and another 
which is among the most 
unfaithful. 

IllicitEncounters.com, 
the UK’s largest dating 
website for married peo¬ 
ple, has created a ‘cheat¬ 
ing map’, which reveals 
the amount of adulterers 
and the most adulterous 
towns and regions. 

The ‘Infidelity Index’ is 
based on the number of 
its one million-plus 


members in each area of 
the UK, which it com¬ 
pares to the population 
of the areas the cheaters 
are living in. 

And surprisingly for 
many, the area which 
comes top of the 
140-strong list of the 
most unfaithful and 
faithful places in the 
country is High 
Wycombe, in 

Buckinghamshire, where 
2,119 people are cheating 
- which is 2.12 per cent of 
the town’s population. 

Meanwhile at the bot¬ 
tom of the table is 
Brentwood, in Essex, 
where 98 people (0.15 per 
cent) are having it away 
with someone else. 


But in Northants, the 
main town of 
Northampton is 132 in 
the list, meaning that 691 
cheaters (0.32 per cent) 
make the town the eighth 
most faithful in the UK. 

The most adulterous 
town in the county is 
Kettering - which is 46 in 
the table with 527 people 
being unfaithful (0.94 
per cent), followed by 
Corby in 72, with 376 
men and women (0.68 
per cent) seeing someone 
else. 

Elsewhere, 913 people 
in the Wellingborough 
postcode areas are 
cheating, followed by 
Daventry with 764 and 
Rushden with 567.

Barmy bin fines 
idea thrown out

A proposal to give on-the- 
spot £60 fines to people who 
put their bins out before 7pm 
on the day before collection 
has been rejected after a 
public outcry. 

Northampton Borough 
Councillor Anamul Haque 
(Labour) tabled the motion 
saying that although the 
authority already issue fines 
to people who leave litter on 
the streets - there is ‘confu¬ 
sion’ among residents over 
the rules. 

He told the chamber at 


Monday night’s full council 
meeting that the authority’s 
definition of ‘littering’ is 
unclear and residents are 
often asking themselves ‘how 
early is early’. 

As a result, his motion stat¬ 
ed: “For avoidance of doubt 
let’s say that refuse sacks put 
out before 7pm the day before 
collection is littering.” 

However, the Conservative- 
led council rejected the 
motion - which was also 
supported by the leader of the 
Labour group, councillor 
Danielle Stone. 

When the Northants Herald 
& Post first reported on the 


proposal, many readers were 
outraged by the idea. 

Charlotte Pateman said: 
“The bins have to be out 
before 6am.. .So if you work a 
7x7 shift you could miss hav¬ 
ing your bin collected as 
you’d be putting it out late or 
risk getting a fine?! Perhaps 
the councillors want to 
remember those who work 
for a living!!” 

Marianne Poynter said: 
“What about people who are 
disabled and have to rely on 
other to put them out, I can’t 
see their carers coming 
before 6.30am in the morn¬ 
ing. Totally ridiculous.”

Town bids to free 
itself from county

Plans are being drawn up to 
scrap Northants County 
Council and establish a 
unitary authority in 
Northampton, after the idea 
- which a councillor says 
would ‘allow the town to take 
control of its own destiny’ - 
was given cross-party sup¬ 
port at a meeting at the 
Guildhall earlier this week. 

All three political groups in 
the town - Conservative, 
Labour and Lib Dems - gave a 
big thumbs up to the 
proposal at Monday night’s 
Full Council meeting to draw 
up plans for the borough to 
free itself from the county 
and gain form a single-tier 
council system. 

The plans are part of a move 
to simplify local government, 



and - if given the go-ahead 
after a consultation - would 
see the borough take over the 
county council’s roles in the 
town - which include educa¬ 
tion, transport and the fire 
and rescue service. 

By having unitary status, 
the Conservative-led bor¬ 
ough council claims it ‘would 
make financial savings’ and 
mean the council ‘could pro¬ 
vide services in a more effi¬ 
cient and effective way for 


local people’. 

During Monday’s meeting, 
Cllr Phil Larratt (Cons, East 
Hunsbury), said by having 
unitary status, Northampton 
would be able to ‘take control 
of its own destiny’. 

AndCllrArthurMcCutcheon 
(Lab, Headlands) said that 
not only does Northampton 
‘need a unitary council’, but 
that its ‘boundaries should be 
expanded’. 

The move comes after South 
Northants announced plans 
to leave the county and form 
a unitary authority with 
Cherwell District Council in 
North Oxfordshire. 

Northants County Council 
then followed suit with its 
own announcement to dis¬ 
cuss creating a super unitary 
authority, but borough and 
district chiefs say it is the 
‘worst idea’. Talks are now 
ongoing. 


£3,000 gender pay gap at Northampton College 


Female lecturers at 
Northampton College are 
being paid £3,000 less than 
men ‘to do the same job’, a 
report on gender inequality 
in education has claimed. 

The University and College 
Union has published a report, 
titled Holding Down Women’s 


Pay, which ‘names and 
shames’ further education 
facilities with gender pay gaps. 

It claims Northampton 
College ranks joint third in a 
league table of the top 30 
English further education 
colleges with the biggest gen¬ 
der pay gaps. 


The college, according to 
information from Freedom of 
Information requests, pays 
female lecturers an average 
£3,203 less a year than their 
male colleagues. 

But the college has disputed 
the claim and described the 
figures as ‘misleading’.

The county of Northants 
works well as it is 

The headline in the Northants 
Herald & Post on March 3 read 
“Hands Off!” News of a possible 
takeover bid for a chunk of South 
Northants by Oxfordshire County 
Council will have come as a shock to 
many readers. Surely the plan 
should be resisted. 

Northants is a fine county. Arthur 
Mee in his book about Northants as 
published in 1946, described the 
county as “not only the heart of 
England, but at the heart of English 
history...a countryside rich in natu¬ 
ral beauty, abounding with fine 
houses and wonderful churches... 
Oxford and Cambridge Colleges and 
many a far distant church and 
cathedral have been beautified by 
stone from Northamptonshire quar¬ 
ries.” 

There was a time when the King of 
England had a castle in Northants 
on a site close to where 
Northampton railway station now 


stands. Fotheringay Castle else¬ 
where in the county was the scene of 
many historical events in the time of 
King Henry the Eight. He gave it to 
Catherine of Aragon as her dowry 
and later it became a prison for 
Mary Stuart. 

A hostel was once built in 
Fotheringay village by King Edward 
the Fourth to receive his distin¬ 
guished guests. Fotheringay Church 
is said to go back to the year of 
Agincourt and within the church are 
stone monuments set there by 
Queen Elizabeth the First. In mod¬ 
ern times Prince Charles, son of our 
Queen Elizabeth, chose Lady Diana 
Spencer from Northants to be his 
wife and their son Prince William is 
now heir to the throne. So in histori¬ 
cal terms Northamptonshire is an 
important county. 

Our county town Northampton has 
a thriving University- not as prestig¬ 
ious as that in Oxford as yet, but a 
valuable resource nevertheless. We 
also have a fine county cricket 
ground, an excellent rugby team 
known as “The Saints” and a foot¬ 


ball team known as “The Cobblers”, 
for Northampton once had a thriv¬ 
ing shoe industry. The father of one 
of my patients had the honour of 
making a pair of boots for the King 
of Hungary to wear at his wedding, 
to which the shoe maker was invit¬ 
ed. 

There is an excellent open market 
in Northampton town centre- 
probably one of the best in the land. 

Northampton also has a splendid 
Concert Hall adjacent to the Royal 
Theatre. There is a great tradition of 
music in the county with several 
orchestras, and good amateur choirs 
for all to enjoy. 

All in all there seems little or no 
good reason why part of South 
Northants, including Towcester 
Racecourse and Towcester Town and 
Brackley and Silverstone, should be 
taken over by Oxfordshire. The 
county of Northants works very well 
as it is. When the world is so full of 
upheaval and change why not leave 
an important part of rural England 
in peace?

Refugee plea 
turned down

A desperate appeal for 
Northampton to rehome 50 
Syrian families fleeing from 
war has failed to win support. 

The opposition Labour group 
at Northampton Borough 
Council made the call at a 
meeting at the Guildhall on 
Monday night. 

The group’s leader, 

Councillor Danielle Stone, put 
forward a motion urging the 
Conservative-led authority to 
pledge to take in five families 
in year one, 10 in year two, 15 
in year three and 20 in year 
four. 

Cllr Stone described the 
current situation in Syria as 
‘an awful tragedy’, and recog¬ 
nised that Northamptonshire 
County Council had recently 
announced it would not be 
taking in any refugees due to 
its current financial state. 

However, she told the cham¬ 
ber that although the county 
council’s move ‘makes the 
borough’s position more diffi¬ 
cult’, the local authority could 
still get funding directly from 
Central Government in order 
to rehome refugees. 

But despite her plea, the

proposal was thrown out in a 
vote which saw all but one 
Tory councillor vote against it 
- with one abstaining. 

Reacting to the decision, Cllr 
Stone said: “It was shameful to 
see most Tory councillors vot¬ 
ing against a humanitarian 
motion which was asking for a 
very modest number of vul¬ 
nerable refugees to be given 
sanctuary in our town. 

“Government money follows 
the refugees on the Syrian 
resettlement programme so 
resources are not the issue. 
Lack of compassion is. I am 
very disappointed.”

Girl left in custody 
due to care chaos

A ‘vulnerable girl’ was kept in 
police custody in Northants 
for almost 30 hours - because 
no suitable accommodation 
could be found for her. 

The 15-year-old girl was kept 
in police protection at a sta¬ 
tion in Daventry last Tuesday, 
after she had ‘committed an 
offence’, was causing concern 
for her mental health. 

But by Wednesday evening, 
the girl was still in custody - 
and officers were having to 
feed her and ‘keep her enter¬ 
tained’. 

One of the officers tasked 
with looking after her was 
Sergeant Sam Dobbs, who 
took to Twitter to share details 
about the ongoing situation. 

And on Wednesday night, 
the girl was finally collected 


by social services from 
London, Sgt Dobbs said the 
drama had resulted in Tots of 
angry police people’. 

He wrote throughout the 
turn of events: “We’ve now 
been caring for a 15 year old 
vulnerable girl in police pro¬ 
tection at station since 3pm 
Tue whilst suitable accommo¬ 
dation sourced. 

“We’re buying her food and 
keeping her entertained best 
we can. 26 hours is stretching 
it tho and still no solution. But 
she’s safe. Our 15yr old just 
been collected to be housed 
where she couldn’t be housed 
last night on eventual referral 
from Social Services in 
London. 

“She’s been in custody, hos¬ 
pital, M/H assmt, stuck in our 
canteen & I’ve made strongest 
representations that she 
needs genuine advocacy 
tmrw. 


“Promised to send my PCSO 
to children home tomorrow to 
help things along. Lots of 
angry police people tonight. 
But we will debrief & learn.” 

In a statement after she was 
collected by social services, 
Northants Police said: “A 
young person may come into 
police custody for a number of 
reasons, including if they 
have committed an offence, if 
there is concern for their men¬ 
tal health and if they are at 
risk of significant harm. 

“On this occasion, the young 
girl came into police custody 
for all three of the reasons 
above. 

“We liaised with Lambeth 
Council in order to obtain 
secure accommodation for 
the girl, which took a consid¬ 
erable amount of time to 
source. 

“This delay led to the girl 
remaining in police care.”

Home base for 
the founding 
father of RAF 


A fter Britain had 
been on the 
receiving end of 
German bombing 
raids during the 
First World War there were 
calls to properly organise our 
magnificent men in their flying 
machines. 

Rear Admiral Mark Kerr 
identified a new German heavy 
bomber, 4,000 of which were set 
to destroy large areas of South 
East England, and urged the 
creation of a bomber force with 
at least 2,000 planes which 
would operate under the 
authority of an air ministry. 

As a result, the RAF was set 
up on April 1,1918, combining 
the Royal Naval Air Service 
and the Royal Flying Corps. 

Flight magazine commented 
- rather optimistically - on the 
formation of the new service: 
“Armies as we known them 


now — and even fleets — may 
disappear as a means of 
practical war, while our aerial 
navies must and will continue 
to increase and multiply until 
the millennium, when there 
shall be no more war.” 

Kerr, Commander-in-Chief of 
the British Adriatic Squadron, 
retired soon afterwards and 
went on to become a writer, 
dying at the age of 79 in 1944. 

Back in 1912, he 
commissioned this six-bedroom 
country house near Banstead 
in Surrey. His family lived 
there until 1920 and it’s now on 
the market for £2.95m.

Fiat makes European debut 



The new FIAT 124 Spider is 
unveiled for the first time to 
European audiences at the 2016 
Geneva Motor Show, reviving a 
storied nameplate and bringing 
classic Italian styling and an 
authentic roadster driving experi¬ 
ence to a whole new generation of 
enthusiasts. 

Designed in the FIAT Style 
Centre, the front-end of the 124 
Spider encapsulates the essence 
of its classic predecessor in a 
modern and bold package - broad 
and muscular but not too aggres¬ 
sive. The profile view is pure clas¬ 
sic roadster too, with a long 
wheelbase, a cockpit hunkered 
low near the driven rear axle and 
a long bonnet complete with twin 
power domes - another nod to 
the bigger-engined versions of the 
original 124 Spider. 

The look of the rear is defined 
by bold “floating” tail lamps 
shaped to hark back to later ver¬ 
sions of the original roadster, 
while other classic cues include 
the rear wings that cascade 
inwards across the boot lid and 
the FIAT badge mounted on top 
of rear spoiler rather than facing 
rearwards as on all other FIAT 
products. 

To minimise weight, improve 
longevity and encourage spur-of- 
the-moment open air driving 
experiences, the multi-layer hood 
is a manual unit that can be oper¬ 
ated in seconds using minimal 


force and without the driver hav¬ 
ing to leave their seat. 

Under the 124 Spider’s distinc¬ 
tive bonnet lives FIAT’s proven 
1.4-litre, MultiAir, turbo-charged 
four-cylinder engine, which 
delivers 140hp and 240Nm of 
torque. Mated to a six-speed 
manual transmission, the FIAT 
124 Spider is capable of accelerat¬ 
ing to 62mph/100km/h in just 7.5 
seconds and has a top speed of 
134mph/215 km/h. 

The 124 Spider’s suspension 
uses a double-wishbone layout in 
front and a multilink in the rear, 
specifically tuned for greater sta¬ 
bility while braking and turning, 
while the electric power steering 


system has been specifically 
tuned to give the Spider a respon¬ 
sive Italian feel. Combined with 
the lightweight architecture and 
balanced weight distribution, the 
turbo-charged FIAT 124 Spider 
offers a dynamic and exciting 
driving experience without com¬ 
promising comfort and refine¬ 
ment, thanks to the adoption of 
an acoustic front windscreen and 
additional insulation treatments. 

Trim levels are still being final¬ 
ised for the UK ahead of its 
launch in the third quarter of 
2016, but standard equipment on 
all versions is expected to include 
four airbags, air conditioning, a 
leather steering wheel, cruise 


control, 16-inch alloy wheels, 

USB, AUX and Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity and keyless start. A seven- 
inch touchscreen infotainment 
system, satellite navigation, full 
LED adaptive front lights, a BOSE 
sound system, front fog lamps, 
climate control and different sur¬ 
face finishes are expected on 
other versions. 

To mark the launch and cele¬ 
brate 50 years of the unveiling of 
the original FIAT 124 Spider in 
1966, a limited Anniversary 
Edition has been created. 
Enquiries are invited for this spe¬ 
cial edition, of which only 124 
numbered examples will be avail¬ 
able for the UK market.

Jaguar XF 

Take a look inside... 


Jaguar’s XF is back. If you 
thought the Big Three German 
brands had the executive car sec¬ 
tor sewn up, think again. Lighter, 
more spacious, better looking and 
a whole lot more efficient, the XF 
range throws down one enor¬ 
mous gauntlet. Like its German 
rivals, it can now offer AWD too. 
And a set of efficiency figures that 
are tough to beat in this segment. 

The XF range hinges around 
2.0-litre diesel four-cylinder 
engines and while that doesn’t 
sound too exciting, it’s where the 
big sales are. These engines are 
offered in 163 and 180PS guises 
and are built around the com¬ 
pany’s latest aluminium architec¬ 
ture, which it calls ‘Ingenium’. Go 
for the pokier 180PS unit and you 
get the option of AWD. Shared 
with the smaller XE, these In¬ 
genium engines are backed up by 
more conventional ones, a 300PS 
twin-turbocharged 3.0-litre diesel 
V6 and a 380PS supercharged 
3.0-litre petrol V6. The top diesel 
cranks out 700Nm and can rocket 
to 62mph in just 5.8 seconds. The 
180PS four-cylinder diesel takes 8 
seconds to get to 62mph and runs 
out of steam at 136mph. The 
petrol engine has been purloined 
from the F-TYPE sportster and is 
reserved exclusively for the racy 
XF S. Matched to an eight-speed 


automatic transmission, this 
model is capable of covering the 
0-62mph sprint in 5.1 seconds on 
its way to an electronically-limited 
maximum speed of 155mph. 

The styling of the XF has been 
subtly massaged to give it a more 
purposeful look. The curves have 
been retained but they now look 
more muscular. 

The interior has come in for a 
rethink and Jaguar has worked to 
retain the same strong horizontal 
lines of the original XF fascia but 
render them in higher quality ma¬ 
terials with a more mature design 
ethos. The layered instrument 
panel, now with Jaguar signa¬ 
ture ‘Riva Hoop’ inspired by XJ, 
continues into the door, creating a 
unique cabin feel. 

The XF was beginning to feel its 
age in the face of some formida¬ 
ble rivals, and nothing less than a 
ground-up redesign was going to 
cut it. What’s so masterful about 
this true second generation XF 
is how cannily Jaguar have kept 
and built upon the good bits and 
been realistic about where the 
old car’s weaknesses were. Now 
you really can have a beautiful 
executive class car, with a great 
reliability record that looks a mil¬ 
lion pounds, is built in Britain and 
sips fuel like a supermini. These 
truly are amazing times.

Northampton’s 4-1 away win at promotion 
hopefuls Carlisle United proved Town to be 
real title contenders. 

Cumbrians’ boss Keith Curie announced his 
surprise that Cobblers are runaway league 
leaders pre-match and would have been fur¬ 
ther startled by this monumental whooping 
for his team with play-off pretensions. 

Chris Wilder’s Cobblers now sit a massive 13 
points clear at the summit of League Two after 
emerging victorious from the marathon trip 
to Lake District country.

Northampton Town manager 
Chris Wilder has given mid¬ 
fielder John-Joe O’Toole full 
credit for turning his Cobblers 
career around this season. 

O’Toole has become one of the 
first names on Wilder’s team 
sheet in recent months and kept 
up his excellent run of form 
with two goals in last Saturday’s 
4-1 win at Carlisle. 

It took the 27-year-old into 
double figures for the season - 
behind only top scorer Marc 
Richards, which is a handy 
return for a centre midfielder 
with two months of the cam¬ 
paign still to play. 

His current situation is in 
complete contrast to the start of 
the season, when he was on the 
transfer list and frozen out of 
the first team picture, with only 
injuries providing a route back. 

However, O’Toole hasn’t 
looked back since his recall at 
AFC Wimbledon in late 
September and Wilder said: “I 
think enormous credit goes to 
John-Joe because it’s his career. 

“He could have carried on the 
same and run his contract out 
or sulked or got away, but he 
made a decision. We always 
wanted him to do well and we 
always use whatever tool we 
have in our bag to get the best 
out of all the players. 

“I made the decision to sign 
him, so we all look at ourselves 
- why haven’t I got the best out 
of him or why haven’t the 
coaching staff got the best out 
of him? 

“But I always think the player 
has got the biggest say and the 
biggest part to play and if they 
say ‘yes’ with our help then 
we’ll be on to a good thing and 
he has and he deserves an enor¬ 
mous amount of credit. 

“I think there’s more to come 


from John-Joe and we’ve talked 
about how he has to keep him¬ 
self right, away from the club. 
He has to be the type of boy that 
really has to train well and look 
after himself. 

“When he does and he shows 
what he’s got in the locker 
against Carlisle, he’s a massive 
plus point for us.” 

Northampton extended their 
lead at the top of League Two to 
13 points at Brunton Park last 
Saturday and will be looking to 
continue their relentless march 
towards promotion when 
Cambridge visit Sixfields this 
weekend.

“They’ve had some good 
results, they’re pushing to get 
into the top seven. It’s another 
difficult game, we’re looking to

“We know if we play well we 
give ourselves an opportunity 
to do that. We’ll respect the 
opposition, they’ve got a lot of 
good players, a new manager 
[Sean Derry] whose brought a 
lift in results. They’ll be looking 
to finish the season on a high, 
but from our point of view it’s 
on to the next challenge.”

Reflecting on this game, Day said:

Sale have fought their way into 
play-off contention after defeating 
Harlequins 29-23 last week and are 
one of eight teams competing for a 
place in the top four as the 
Premiership heads towards a breath¬ 
less finish. 

The Sharks are three points behind 
Saints with a game in hand, meaning 
they could leapfrog them should they 
emerge victorious at the weekend. 


Dickens said: “They’re a difficult 
team and they’ve performed really 
well this season. They’re in that pack 
in the middle of the table, pressing 
for that top four finish. 

“They’re no different to us, they had 
a really good performance away at 
Leicester a few weeks ago, got the 
result and went back up the motor¬ 
way with the win. 

“We’re under no illusions that this 
week will be tough.
